The conmiander of the British military 
forces on the Red Sea coast of tho Eiist- 
ern Soudan, and the victor in the recent 
battle, iH Miijor-Geiieral Sir (ienUd Gra- 
ham, K.C.B., V, 0.,\vUo oininandi.d the 
SecDiid ISrigado in tho army of Lord 
W'oholey in Jtlgypt, and at tliu battlu of 
Tel ol-Kebir. He was born in 1841, and 
ii a son of the>ilate,jDr. B. H. Graham, 
M. D, , cff Eden Brows, Cumberland. He 
waa educated at tho Hoyal Military Aca- 
demy, NVoohvich, t'lUurtd tho Ri.yal Kn- 
gineers in 1850, and Ijecimio captain in 
1858, Major in 1859, LieuteiiaiiL-Coloiiel 
in J8G1, Uolonel in 181)9, nndMajor Qon- 
eral in 1881. .He, was in the Crimean 
War, at Alma and Itikorinan, and at the 
Assault on the Hedau; vfa.3 thrice wound - 
ed, and twice iiieiitiinied in disp;itclu'.s ;

He received the 
thanks of Parliament for hia servicea in 
command of a briaade m tho Egyptian 
campaign, and was made a K night of the 
Bath, having been nominated 0. B. in 
in lSti8. Sir Gerald Graham is married 
to the widow of the lale Rev. (i. fi. Black- 
er, daughter of G. Durrant, lis4.,of Elm: 
hall, Suffolk. A brother officer. Major 
General Mervyn Drake, in a letter pub- 
lished this week, speaks with cordial ad- 
miration of Genoriil Graliain's distiiigiiiah- 
cd gallantry aliowii in the L'nniea, m 
China, and in F.i^ypt.

The now Keform 'bill which lia.s been 
tho subject of so much discussion during 
tho lost few months, has been promptly 
introduced by Mr. (ihulstono in the 
Hoiiae of Oomincin.i. It is evident from 
its eaily introiluotion, and from the fact 
that the I'rmie .Mitiistor has taken ch.irge 
of it liiiiiself, that it is intended that it 
shall take precedence of everything else. 
It is to bo the measure of theaeaaion. It 
will be interesting, therefore, to our read- 
ers to know aoiuethiiig of ita general 
foaturea, and what it is designed to ac- 
couipliah. 

In the language of Mr. Diaraeli, up- 
jjlied to another Parliamoiitaiy-Refonn 
bill, it may be deacribed as "a measure lo 
change the principal dopn.sitory of the 
power of tho State. " It is intended lo 
add 10 the votinij pupulalioii of (.ireat 
Britain '-',000,000, and llie.se, be it re- 
membered, of a"^articular class. .Vnd 
when the fact is taken into account that 
the total number of eleotora at preaeiit 
registered in the United Kingdom is bare- 
ly J,000,000, tho revolutionary character 
of this sweeping measure will bo readily 
undorstood; and thoughtful per-KUis will 
nut he surprised that those vvlio still cling 
to the liniish idea of I'arliainentary re- 
pre.ieiitati.'ii, namely, that which |>ro- 
vides for llio diio .'tnd e(|uitable represen- 
tation of all clasao.s and iiitere.sla, ahoiild 
regard it tyith considerable niiagiviiig. 
fch.e addition to the oleciobrato, according 
to the oatimato which has been made by 
compotont statisticians, will be, in, Eng- 
land 1,. 100.000, in Scutlan4''25.0,000, and 
in Iiehiud 400,000. 

Sweeping, and even rcvidutioiiary as 
thia bill is, viewed from an l']iigli-ih .-itand- 
point, it would, in all probability, have 
B.iccited but little o'pposition if it had pro- 
vided fur tho redistribution of seals on 
some principle Which would have com- 
mended itself to tho Jiidgiiieiit of fair- 
niiiiiled men. Kvur since the "shooting 
of Niaya a "eiglitOQil years ago,' o boir,jw 
Carlyle's tigiire of speech, it haa been felt 
that the present, anoiii.iloni condition, 
of tho franc hiae,(j(i.iild not continue, and 
of late the on'fiMhchisetnout of house- 
holders ill tlie oounlies 111 the near future 
has been looked uiiuri as a foregoiie con- 
clusion; but sober niiiided Conaervalive 
stateaiiieii are naturally aa.tious to know 
what use the R.idiciila, who at present 
control the atl'iiira of tho country, intend 
to make of this change before it ia ell'oct- 
ed. If it should enoountor any very 
s-'Hoim opposition this will bo the secret 
of it.

It may not have occurred to some of 
our bcft teachers that the efficiency of 
their work largely depends on the fact 
that they are good readers, and keep 
theaiselvca well poatcd.

THE FRUITS. 

Day by day the carefully matured 
policy of the local government is produc- 
ing the harvest of prosperity that inevit- 
ably follows consistent ellbrta in a wiao 
direction. Even its traducera, staggered 
by the evidence on every side of its bene 
ficial administration, have either ceased 
to condemn, or failing to find real grounds 
for complaint, have deteriorated into 
drivelling abuse. So straightforward and 
palpably evident has been the action of 
the present government that several op- 
position members during the last session 
became perforce assured of tl:e truth, and 
arc now, in everything but^ name, sup- 
porters of tho government. This in it- 
salf speaks strongly; but it was the only 
course open for men who wished to bo 
guided by their honest convictions. It ia 
said tliat a tree is known by its fruits; and 
lot us see how the axiom will apply in 
this case. Tlio comnioncement of tho 
Island railway, now but a matter of 
weeks; tho burden of the drydock, the 
sinkhole of provincial rovenuo, lifted fruui 
our hands; the oponuig of tho railway 
lands imminent, and pending ""thoir open- 
ing, a most emphatic assurance of protec- 
tion of the rights of all settlors; the ques- 
tion of Chinaso immigration, about 
wliich so much was said but so little done 
by previous govt rnments, has been taken 
in hand with a stern earnestness tliat only 
true sincerity can impart, with tho result 
that restriotivo and we believe constitu- 
tional acts have been passed through the 
local house, which already bear fruit 
in tlie shape of the appointment of a com- 
mission to enquire into the subject, by 
the Dominion government, who have seen 
from tho serious manner in which the 
matter has been taken up that the neces- 
sity to thoroughly ventilate the subject is 
imperative. The Indian problem at iVIet- 
lakahtla is to be solved by a stipendiary 
magistrate (whose appointment has been 
guaranteed) being sent to reside there. 
The proper definition of the eastern bound- 
ary line of the province, a most im- 
.portast consideration, has been referred 
to the Home Government for settlement, 
who will doubtless determine its piecise 
position among the "sinuosities of the 
apices" in a manner satisfactory to both 
the Dominion and this Province. What 
cared the Walkera-Beaveii government 
whether the eastern or any other bound- 
ary wore defined ? The necessity for its 
determination was too remote to trouble 
such auperlicial minds, who lived only for 
and in the present. Sime then, however, 
tho eyes of tiie electors have been opened, 
and wisely opened, as shown by the re- 
sult of tho policy of those whom they put 
into power. Tlie increased impetus given 
the country by the triumphant passage of 
tho Settlement Bill will act with an elec- 
trical eti'ect upon tlie province and thrill 
its remotest parts with the glad influence. 
Never were tho prospects of British 
Columbia so bright as now. The remov- 
al of the hitch, the "old man of tho moun- 
tain," as it were, whicli fur years past has 
clung so toiiaciuusly to the shoulders of 
the province, supplies the connecting link 
between capital and the undeveloped re- 
souroea of this country. These will now 
join issue, and public works and private 
enterprises will furnish a means of em- 
])lciymeiit to the thousands who will in the 
coining season visit our shores to find 
homes and sottlt! amongst us. Couinier- 
eial prosperity based upon a solid founda- 
tion ia approaching with an ever-increas- 
ing volume, and many in the future, while 
thinking over tho past, will date 
the foundation of their fortunes as having 
been laid in 1884, the precursor of many 
following prosperous years.

One man had bia leg broken and 
another his arm. The balcony would 
have seated 500. With this excpption, 
everything passed off quietly.

Tli<> Ontario Bribery Vtisv. 

ToKONTO, March 21. — The alleged at- 
tempt to bribe government oflicers is be- 
ing made the subject of inquiry by a com- 
mittee .of parliament. Dr. Oaracaden, 
member of parliament, said that in some 
time in January last Meek came to him to 
ask for a private interview. He assented, 
never dreaming of the object. Meek 
asked the witness to give his support to a 
resolution tu defeat the Mowatt govern- 
ment and replace it by the Coalitjon party 
He assured the witness that he had au- 
thority from the leaders of the conserva- 
tive party to s]n;ak to him aa lie was do- 
ing. He as.sured the witness if he wouUl 
only resign his seat and lend his influence 
to elect him (Meek) and manipulate what 
he called the Irish vote, it would answer 
his purpose just as well. In considera- 
tion of this the witness was to have from 
l?3000 to S-1000— not as a bribe, but to 
p:iy his expei.ses to Regina, where be 
oiiuld liavo the Registersliip. Ho after- 
wards said ho could guarantee the witness 
n nice situation in British Columbia 
After what had occurred with Meek the 
witness understood the situation and at 
oiicc intimated his knowledge of the facts 
to Buutuig. 

Toronto, March 22 In ilie l)ribery 
investigation to-day Baif.ji. I , ineiaber of 
parliament, in his Gross-examination, ad- 
mitted that the $800 given to him by 
Wilkinson was not in the form of a bribe, 
but as a guarantee that he would get the 
oflice in the northwest promised him by 
Wilkinson, when the agreement entered 
into as to the oflice was fulfilled. That 
was tho way he looked on the money 
transaction. He admitted that he pledg- 
ed his word of honor to Wilkinson that 
Harcourt's name would not be divulged in 
the matter and he had broken that pledge. 

Balfour said Kirkland told biin he would 
give him -SIOOO or §1200 if he could con- 
scientiously advocate in his paper and 
apeak in the House of Commons and jvote 
for his (Kirklaiid's) timber policy. Kirk- 
land seemed to think there wa.s nothing 
wrong in what he was doing, as he said he 
had been used to do it on the other side 
of the line.

The I^ate Prince Leopold's In- 
firmity. 

The youngest son of Her Majesty, whose 
uptiinely deaths waa .noticed yesterday-- 
was afStcted with htemophilia, or predis- 
position for bleeding — from his birth. 
Dr. Wickhiim Logg, who describes the 
malady in Quain's Dictionary of Modi- 
cine, p.p. DG8, was for aomotinio in medi- 
cal charge of tho lato prince. Ho ia 
asaistant physician to Bartholomew's 
Hospital and the beat authority on tho 
subject in England. The disease is con- 
genital and often hereditary, character- 
ized by a tendency to iininodorate bleed- 
ing whether spontaneous or traumatic, 
and to obstinate awollingij of tho joints 
Men are far more liable to the diasaae than 
women — the proportion being eleven to 
one. In a "bleeder" family the diaea.se 
deecends to the boys through the mothers. 
Tho Queoii ia descended from a "bleeder" 
family, although she has herself novor 
shown tho slightest tendency to hauno- 
philia. Atllicted persona have been known 
to die from blooding of tho nose, thu ex- 
traction of a tooth, vaccination and leech- 
ing. This last is a very common cause of 
death and ought never to be undertaken 
in hieinophilia. If ab3ce3.soa bo opened, 
furious bleeding commonly takes place; 
und tho same occurs if a blood-tuuior or 
extravasation of blood bo interfered with. 
Tho prince probably died from the olfocta 
of the accident combined with his consti- 
tutional infirmity.

These cases seem to liavo excited a great 
deal of interest. And many matters have 
been mentioned which, in our opinion, 
are not material for tho decision of tho 
queations at is.sue. 

It unfortunately happens that tho claims 
now in dispute are situated at a oonsidor- 
ablo distance from tho residence of any 
Gold Coinmisaioner,and the miners often 
act upon what they honestly enough eon- 
strue the gold laws to mean, without, in 
general, having a copy of those laws at 
hand to refer to, acting merely upon their 
general iinpresdiod of what thoy auppoae 
tho regulations to bo. 

Taking lirst tho two cases of Woodburv 
vs. Hudnut, and Woodbury vs. Meyers. 
It appears reasonably dear that on thu 
5th and Cth of October, 1882, Woodbury 
wuB in pL^esaion of a claim which ho call- 
ed the Cuiiifurt. lie was there on the 
ground. It was staked out for him by 
IJammil and Maxwell by his directions. 
On the 0th October, tho (.lold Commission- 
er happening to be on the ground, Wood- 
bury obtained from him leave of absence 
by reaauii of sickness. This leave of ab- 
aonco extended over tho closo time. I'n- 
til the expiration of th it time (Ist .lone 
188;i) hia claim would not be liable to be 
treated as an abandoned claim by reason 
only of his abaonco. It waa as secure to 
him as if he had continued to reside on it. 
It was insinuated that he waa not really 
unwell. If fraudulent simulation of sick- 
ness wore alleged and proved, no dnubt 
there WduUl be fiiinio way of preventing a 
miner ubtaiiiiiig such an unfair indulgonce. 
But the GoUl Ci)iiinii,i8iuner i.s in tho first 
place to decide, bdih mi the alleged ina- 
bility, und on thu fr.iiul. This court 
could scarcely interfere except as an ap- 
pellate court. And there has been no at- 
tempt t ) induce tho Gold C 'inmissioner 
to cancel tho leave of abaonco given by 
linu. But althuugh the jioint 

is not before us for decision, 
we have had extranooua statements 
concerning Woodbury pressed on our at- 
tention, a vd we may say that, judging 
from those statements, the Gold Cominls- 
sioner waa perfectly juatitied in gianting 
such leave of absence. Then during 
Woodbury 'a permit led absence, and dur- 
ing closo time, on thu '2.")lh May 188:i, 
part of the ground of tho Comfort claim 
ia located as the Gem claim in the name 
and 1)11 buhalf (.if thi! defendant Hudnut, 
by [Mryers his agent. This is the whole 
ciLso. It ia in our opinion a merely uii- 
authorizod trespa.'is mi the (!oinfort claim. 
I said, this was the whole case, but in 
fact lladuut was not on the 2r)th May a 
free iiiiuer at all; his certificate i.s not 
dated until the 4th June, and ho was on 
tliu 'Jfiili May incapable of acquiring or 
holding any right ill a claim. It was in- 
deed alleged before tho Gold Cominis- 
aioi.er that Sproulo had on tho ITtli May 
previously handed So to ono Sharpo, who 
was to give it to t ho lirst man ho could 
trust to take it to tho Gold Commissioner 
for a frue miner's certificate for Hudnut. 
It would be absurd to treat this is of any 
ofl'uct. 

The Gold Commissimier'a decision 
now under review is in favor of the de- 
fendant Hudnut, "who is established in 
the oivnarship of the ground in dispute." 
i.e. probably the Gem claim, about 3 of tho 
area of the Comfort We think 
thia decision must be reversed. 

The next ca.so in which Woodbury is 
plaintiff is againt Meyors "for trespassing 
on tho claim just decided in favor of Hud- 
nut." In this case the Gold Commissioner 
also found against the plaintiff and in 
favor of Meyers "who ia established in 
thu owneraliip of the ground in dispute; " 
i.e. probably tho "(iem." It is not ex- 
actly clear what ia meant by establishing 
two dill'ereiit persons in the ownership of 
the aanio ground ; Meyers clearly could 
nut claim the -'Gem" fur himself; ho had 
located itand recorded it, he says, in the 
name and for the account of Hudnut. We 
think ho certainly by ao doing, committed 
a troapiiaa on tho 25th of May, and aobse- 
quently by refuiiing to leave the ground, 
iiut no evidence is given of the amount 
of any damages sustained by the plaintifi' 
by reason of this Irespaas.' we ean give no 
more than he has proved; i. e. we can re- 
verse the decision of the Gold Gommis- 
aioner, but wo can only give noiniinil 
damagea.Sl. 

Tho noxt case, Blaadol vs. Ilunley, ia 
governed by almost exactly tho same con 
sidor.itioua. Tho claim called tho Koote- 
nay Chief was located for the plaintiff by 
Hammil on the 5th of October. Between 
that day and the 20th October work was 
done on Pilasdel's behalf equivalent to 20 
days' wiirL: somotimeH by a single man, 
sometiuiea by five men at a time. This 
work was for the most part applied in 
building a log house on or adjacent to the 
claim, auch as 4 or 5 men could live in. 
It waa said that tho work to be done on a 
claim (which is to bo worked continuously) 
must bo miiierlikc svork ; that building a 
house is not minorlike work at all; and 
moreover that the house in question was 
not on tho Kootonay Claim ground at all, 
though not far off. Wow, of course, in 
Cornwall or Northumberland, building a 
limisc is not miner's wurk. It is not min- 
ing at all. In old and highly organized 
cmuitrica the landlord mines with hired 
labour, and jiuta up hiuaes for his men. 
Yettliecostoftho.se houses is just as 
much part of hia mining capital invested 
in tho mines, and tho houses are just as 
useful for working the mines, as the 
pumps and furnaces with which tho 
water ia removed or tho ore roasted. And 
among tho hills of B. C. tho first thing a 
minor does (whoa he intends continuous 
working) is to secure, or to build if neces- 
sary, a cabin in a spot convenient as 
possible to his claim. It is not necessary 
that il ahould be actually on his ground. 
There may be overw helming advantages in 
wood and water a quarter of a mile off. It 
is quite autliciont if it bo in a place mani- 
festly convenient for the workers. Tho 
building of a cabin on first settling down 
to the porioua working of a mineral claim 
is therefore juat as much miner'.i work in 
reference to the holding and working tho 
claim as is, afterwards, tho sinking of a 
shaft or the driving a tunnel, or building 
a pump. And without saying that fifty 
men working on a claim for one duy are 
in all cases to be deemed equivalent to 
fifty days' continuous work by the claini- 
liolder or his ropreaentative; yot in house 
building, five mon in one day can often 
do far inoro work than one man in five 
days. And the house was significantly 
identified during these proceedings, and 
there is no insinuation that it waa inade- 
quate, or merely make believe. On the 
evening of tho 28th Oct. Blaadol's work 
ceases, und tho defendant claims the ben- 
efit oflhe 72 hours of non-working, which 
elapsed with the close of the 31st Oct. 
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On the other hand it is alleged and not 
denied that the Gold Commissioner had 
annnunred that as to claims taken up in 
Uct., he should bo satisfied with 10 days 
work done on them before tho general 
laying over on the 1st Nov.; and there 
was no Gold Commissioner reasonably 
near on the 2Stli Oct. to whom special 
application might bo made to lay over 
this claim. Obviously, no strictly miner's 
svork could bo usefully dom: (i-.g. sinking 
a shaft) in those three days. Any audi 
work would probably bo obliterated bo- 
fore next spring. The weather was set- 
ting in cold. Early in Nov. tho Ivooten- 
ay river, tho best available line of rolivat, 
was closed by ice. The defendant him 
solf does not appear to have remained 
there for the three days iifter Blasdel's 
agents had retreated. But on the 2uth 
May he located in his own name tho 
whole of the grounds, substantially of tho 
K-Ch., by the title of the "Lucy Long." 
Now, wo by-no means wish to intimate 
that no claims can bo taken up during the 
close season. Hat aa far aa "jumping" is 
concerned, the wlude uf the closo season 
is as if it were expunged from the 'calen- 
dar, so that the ist .lunc bocuincs the 
same as the 1 si Nov., for tho purpose of 
testing the propriety of Hunley's "jum|)" 
on tho plaintifl''s ground; and between the 
Ulat Oct. and the lat ,luno, no act or 
ni'glect of possession is to uli'oct the right 
to a claim one way or tho otlu^r. Un the 
1st June, the i.>laintill' going on the 
gMund, linda tho defendant already in 
possession. In our iqiiuion, that exoner- 
ates him from the necosaity of working 
until the title is doterniinod. In the first 
place, if the [iluiiitiH' insisted on working, 
that might obviously load to a breach of 
the peace; in the next place, no man can 
bo expected to expend labour oiid caiiital 
on ground which may bo taken from him. 
llunloy. 111 our opinion, was not justified 
in lhus locating the ljucy Long, and in 
this case also we think ihj aiqiellant must 
auccoeil. 

There are some alluaions to tho fact that 
suDstantially the aanio ground as that 
now known as the K-Cli. had been pre- 
viously located by one (lay Itoeiler, and 
known as the iMogiil. But it is not c'ear- 
ly shown that it ever was so 
located legally; m>r that it 
waa occupied on the .''ith Oct., 
when Blasdell'a location w,is made, nor 
for inmitha pre\'iuusly; nor i^• it even al- 
leged that llunloy hiid acquired any right 
or inlereat, mediately or inunodiatelv 
from Reoder; which could only be con- 
veyed by written documonts. In fact, 
his location of the claim was just us much 
in derogation of lleedor'a supposed rights, 
aa against Blasdoll's. Ilunley cannot set 
up a right ( Kouder's) which he at the same 
time chums to h.ive destroyed. And as 
between Bhusdell and llunloy, the latter 
ia a mere trespasser and Hlasdell's title 
us against Huuley is perfect and unim- 
peachable. 

There remains the case of Hammil vn. 
Sproulo. Sproulo has been endeavoring 
to do tiio much, 1 think, and has very 
nearly succeeded in doiiiir uoilnno. U,, 
alleged (not oil outh) to Hammil that he 
waa in October, 1882, repreaoiiting (lay 
Roedor in the "Mogul" claim. lini he 
was in fact, as he states on oath in this 
case, ropresontiiig his own claim, the 
Blue Bull. Where one man pretends to 
reproBont two claim holders, it is strong 
evidence that hia repruseni ation is colour- 
able, and so worthleaa, in both cases. .-V 
minor might as well attempt to go to sleep 
m two buiika. But we give him the ben- 
efit of the doubt, i.e., we take it that he 
was ropreseiUing his own cl.uin; antl mi 
tho whole we do not tiiul enough m the 
evidence to justify our interference with 
the gold commissioner's decision in this 
case. Sproulo had taken up this claim 
long before — it was recorded to him oil„ 
the 3i»t July, 1882. With or without" 
reasonable cause, he seems from time to 
time to have left it, somotimoa for several 
days at a liino, during .-Viiguat and Sept- 
ember, always returning however, until 
tiko 2oth October, when ho left in his 
boat for the season — leaving a notice on 
his claim that he had left from ill health, 
and to get provisions. lie had written 
fur leave of absence on tlse Mili Oct., but 
of course, could got no answer by 2r)ih. 
On 2tjth Oct. Uanimil, who aaya ho "does 
not know" that he was watching from 
the opposito shore for Sproule's doparture 
but who certainly doea not appear 
to have been doing anything else, and 
who equally certainly does ajipear to have 
made himaoil in aunie way ur other very 
woU acquainted with .Spruule's move- 
ments, crossed over to the east side, to 
the Blue Bell claim, saw and well under- 
stood Sproule's notices; but took upon 
himself to disregard them; to decide in 
his own favor that Spronlo's former ab- 
aeiicea had operated aa an abandonment 
of hia claim, that he had novor legally re- 
possessed it; and that hia then absence 
was without excuse. And Hammil accord- 
ingly took up the ground for his own 
benefit, altering tho name to tho "Silver 
Queen." Now it is as well to point out 
that tho 72 houra absence moiitioned in the 
gold laws though it may bo and generally 
la, aullicient evulenco of intention to aban- 
don a claim in any case, yet it is by no 
means conclusive evidence in all caaes. 
The miner may return, and find his claim 
intact, and recommence working. In 
such a caso ho would be probably held to 
bo in "as of his old estate" without being 
required to re-locate and re- record. His 
absence may have been sauctiotied by the 
previous permission of tho gold commis- 
sioner; or it' may be for sickness, fire or 
flood, or such other necessary, or reason- 
able cause as that the gold oominis- 
sioner may subacquently apiirove of 
it. Nothing of all llii.s rcouis 
to have occurred to !M r, Hfuumil. If'- ih 
eides all those matters in his own favor an. I 
jumps the claim. In our opinion this is not 
shown to be justiliable. Then his oeeiiiui- 
tiou six weeks before the expiry of the 
close aeoBon goes for nothing iu his favor, 
unless he had already soeured some 
title to which that occupation might be 
referred. On the cmilrai'v, for tin- reasons 
already stated, ihis tortious oi-cuiiation ex- 
cuses all irregulunly, if any, in Sprouli-'s 
continuous wurkiiig on and after the end 
of the close season. 'J'he (iold ( 'oinniission- 
er's ■.lecisioii in favor of Spniuli.- will 
tliorolore in this i-ase be adhen-d to. 

It is impossiliK. not to bi- siiuek with th" 
fact prominently [iiit forward in tin- 
printed documents before us, that the 
whole of this wearisome, expensive and 
mischievous litigation hau been caused ami 
fostered by the tumuthori/.ed intrusion of a 
stranger, who Hoeins to have succeeded, 
before the (told ConimiHsioiier, in raising 
such a cloud of irrelevant statements and 
controversies, as to entirely ol.jseiire that 
ollieer's view of tin- f'-w inal'-ri.-il facts in 
each ciise. This interr'-re-iu-e, it is si-ureely 
necessary to stato, is i-utirelv iUi-g:il. I'he 
gentleman in ijiiestion iii,-iy have conceived 
himself to be impelleil by the lii(^liest mo- 
tiv( H. So, undoubtedly, was that most 
estiinaVile gentleman, Mr. Newdcgatc, in 
assisting Clarke to prosecute his suit 
against Bradlaugh; but Lord Coleridge's 
jvidgm(;nt in Bradlaugh vs. Newdegate, 
clearly points out the illegality of sineh 
officious interference, iiiiil Mr. Nowdegato 
was compelled to recoup .Mr. liiadbiugh all 
the expeu.ses thereby occasioned. 

We must now make the orders which we 
think the Gold Commissioner ought to 



have made: i. 0. iu three cases, judgment 
for the plaiutitfs, with costs, and the 
unsuccessful respondents . must further 
repay to the successful , appellants all 
such sums fts they have (as we 
think, erroneously) received from them 
as and for the coats in the court below. 
In Sproule's case we do not interfere. 
Costs of appeal to follow the result in all 
cases.

"Bible Baptism.'" 

To Till-; Kiirrou: — O, long-sutTeror! if 
you have not already been "imniersed" 
into death by "Baptism," will you pati- 
ently boar with nie whilst I notice a cer- 
tain parade of borrowod "opinions" which 
appeared in your issue tif tho 2;{rd instant 
under the caption of "Baptism." The 
worthy pastor from over the border, whose 
n.iino graced tho extremity of that exhi- 
bition, came to our city confessedly at 
the request of the Baptist church, to 
teach us that "Bible Baptism" consists in 
"plunging" adults into water over head 
and ears, and loudly declaiming against 
all rights of children to the ceremony. It 
is fair to aftsumo that the arguments pic- 
sonted us through tho columns of the 
press constitute his chief warrant for this 
seemingly fantastic mode of procedure. 
By glancing successively at these let us 
ascertain to what extent be haa succeeded 
in eiiliglitoiiing ua on the question of 
"liihle Baptiam." 

1. lie presents us with a number of 
"opinions borrowod from various writ- 
ers, the collection of which cost some 
Baptist Brother considerable pains. Now, 
since in matters of Faith tho opinion of 
ono man ia about as good aa that of an- 
other, ho might have contented liiniaelf 
with just giving ua his own opinion. In- 
deed, ho would tluiB have served his 
cause much better, his opinion and prac- 
tice being hariuoninus. But what was the 
practice of the mon wlioao "opinions" ha 
quotes as f.ivoring his "iioculiar princi - 
pleai" NN'^hile oxamplo continues to bu 
more powerful than precept, the entire 
weight of their authority boars down on 
a cause which their opinions have boon so 
strangely and straneously pressed to sus- 
tain. Hence these witnesses turn States 
evidence against the person who has sum- 
moned them into court. In view of this 
fact and the far more significant ono that 
he haa failed to onli.-it i:i Ins cause aainglu 
"Thus saith the Lord,'( it will be obvious 
to bU but those few who are permoatod 
with the ''peculiar principles," that the 
exhibition of borrowed "opinions" serves 
only as a signal of distress. Were tho 
c]uesuon to bo dotarmined by "opinioiia," 
we presume that ho is suliciontly in- 
formed to know that tho odda are against 
him in such overwhelming proportions as 
to afford ample facilities for his favorite 
though fant.-istic mode of Baptism — "im- 
mersion"— figuratively H[icaking. But we 
ahoulil gcatiy regret to .sec hiui pin hia 

f.iithoi-aci iiioKlali! hi.-i practice lo mere 

", .puiioiis" of men on any .side uf thi.s iui- 
porlaiit quest ioii , We have heard of un 
Irishman who wont to tho hydrant to light 
his pipe, his head being badly daxed by 
the fumes of cheap whisky too freely im- 
bibed during the preceding night. (Jur 
reverend friend Bcenis to have fallen into 
a similar mistake in going to human 
".qniiiona" for "Bible Bnpti.sin," though 
wc do not believe that he did so from a 
similar cause. To all minds save those 
permeated with the "peculiar principles" 
it would seem very reasonable that the 
mode of "Bible l)a[iti.sm" should be deter- 
mined by a reference to the Bible. Wc 
are unable to say how such ipie.stions are 
disposed of in his locality; but unfortu- 
nately for the cause of iinmorsion, this ia 
tho method adopted by the vast majority 
of Victorians. .Vs regards matters of 
Faith wu rule out of court all other au- 
thorities. Do thoy !;.-.r!iioiii/.o with the 
oraclef then thoy are unneceasary. Do 
they eontratlict the oracle'i thou away with 
them — they are false. "To the law and 
to the testimony, if they speak not ac- 
cording to this Word it ia because there is 
no light in lheu^" 

2. The only other pillar on which our 
reverend instructor basoa his "much- 
water" theory is the uao of a certain 
"word" which he complacently tells us ia 
"acknowledged as everywhere meaning to 
immerse or overwhelm " As we presume 
he refers to the Greek word "bapto" or 
its frequentative "baptize," it will bo 
seen that he here displays that amount of 
scholarly attainment which characterizes 
in ao eminent n degree all the loudest ad- 



vocates of the "fantastic method." We 
always believed the method had but little 
relation to 'sonptural^slutfaority, and are 
rather confirmed-in our belief by the fact 
that from the "showing" of one of its 
most vociferous advocates, ho scoras to 
have found in all the realm of divine 
truth but ono word in its support. 
When it is remembered, moreover, 
that the meaning of this word 
ia a question — of debate, it will be appar- 
ent to all who believe in the necessity of 
r. divine warrant for any religious rite or 
doctrine, that the theory iu question and 
tho denomination built upon it rest on 
very slender foundations. So fur, how- 
over, is this word from "ovysrywliera 
meaning to |inroe|:ae or overwhelin"-;-tltat 
had the "emineni scholar'' whose' per- 
formance wo are considering, noted with 
any degree of accuracy the signal of dia- 
treas'lield out in tho borrowed "opinions" 
ho would have found a dozen meanings 
attached to it, and he can bo furiiiahod 
with a lung list more at short notice. A 
few quotations will serve to show how in- 
timately acquainted with Qreek literature 
is the "eminent scholar," who tells us 
that tho woid "everywhoro" means to 
"immorae" or its equivalent. (1) Classic 
Greek: In Uomar' sBattlo of tho Frogs, 
wo read of a certain frog hero named 
Crambophugus, that he fell and the lake 
was baptised with hia blood. How would 
it sound to say that the lake was immers- 
ed in his blood? SSuroly tho Baptist who 
would undertake to immorae a lake in tlio 
blood of a frog would havo a strange 
mania forJ,hat performanco. (2) Soptun- 
giiit Greek; In the Septuagint translation 
of the Old 'i'oalamQiit we road of Nobuch- 
adnezisur that "his body was baptized by 
the deiv of Heaven." Daniel 433. (3) 
New Testament, Greek: lii 1 Cor. 10.2, 
we read of the Israelites that they were 
"all baptised" at the passage of the Rod 
Sea, though wo aro repeatedly told in 
Exodus, I'l chapter, that thoy passed over 
(Ui "dry ground. " Hence it appeara tliat 
God's method ia to baptize 011 dry 
ground, "^nd we do not wonder 
that most people who jirnfoss 
to believe in the doctrine of his infallibility 
chose to follow his example. (-1) ratristic 
Greek: Oregory Na/.iaiizeu writes of a 
"lja])tisiii by t.-ais," We might nuiltijily 
jiassagrs --bowing the great variety of ideas 
conveyed by the word in question; hut 
these examples from four dejiartnieuts 
of Greiil; literature illustrate; tlio seemingly 
dilVicult inobleuis that are to bo solved hy> 
our eminent scholar from beyond the line, 
if he would Hustaiu his chiinis to an inti- 
mate acquaintance with tho t^ireek language 
and literature. Here he will liiid ample scope 
for the exercise of his phingiug dexterity 
of which he boasts. Let hiiu test hia skill 
by attemx^ting to immerse a lake iu tho 
blood of a frog, his converts in the dew of 
hcavon, or their own tears, or a untiou on 
"dry ground," remembering that 011 the 
Hue(!ess of the oxperinuuit depends his 
scholastic reputation. Should his ingenuity 
prove Cipml to these achievonieiita, it will 
still be iieceMsiiry fi>r him to undertake sev- 
eral other i>roblemntie optaations ere ho 
shall have fully demonsirnted the truth of 
the assertion ho couliilently relied on by all 
who in their blissful ignorance tell us that 
th(^ word baptize "every wero moans to im- 
merfii! or overwhelm." Hnving thu.s re- 
duced to the last analysis his argumoiits in 
support of immersion as the mode of bible 
baptism, we find that he bases his theory 
on these two very slender foundations: (1) 
Certain opinions of men whoso entire 
authority wc havo shown to re])uiliato- il. 
(2) His own opinion relative to the moan- 
ing of a certain word, of wliicli ho has 
shown liiniHelf lo know lint httlo. Such 
are the arguments so vociforoiisly urged 
upon Christendom to induce us 'to the 
adoption of a practice without any founda- 
tion in scripture, but intimately associated 
with the superstition that ran riot during 
the dark ages. Tjiuth. 

Cliiiiosc liuinij^rutiou. 

In the houae Mr. Shakespeare moved 
that in the opinion of thia bouse it is ex- 
pedient to enact a law prohibiting the in- 
coming of Chinese to that portion of Can- 
ada known as tho province of British Co- 
lumbia. In doing so he givvo a fow of the 
roaaoiis why the people of British Colum- 
bia wore desirous of having Chinese im- 
migration excluded from that province. 
In the labour market the white men were 
placed at a disadvantage with the China- 
man. The Chinaman haa 110 family and 
no responsibility. The white man, on 
the other side, had a family to support 
and educate, and numerous other respon- 
sibilities, which handicapped him in the 
struggle with the native of tho Flowery 
Kingdom. In California tho influence of 
Chinese immigration in past years had 
been such that thousands of white labor- 
ers had been forced to loave theStateiaud 
the same waa taking place in British Co- 
lumbia to-day. It had been urged that 
Chinese labor was needed for the works 
on tho Canadian Pacific railway in Brit- 
ish Columbia. Ho did not believe such 
was t'no caso, for he had just received a 
letter from a prominent employer of labor, 
in which ho stated that laborers were too 
plentiful in that province at present, An- 
other reason why Chinese should not be 
admitted was that they never \>ecamQ 
citizens, but returned to China, taking 
their earnings with them, novor to re- 
turn. In this way the country was being 
continually drained of its wealth. He 
contended that the morals of the Chinese 
wore bad, and their presence in oonsider- 
able numbers had an injurious effect on 
the community. Fur all these reasons he 
hoped the houao would accede to the 
strong feeling which prevailed in British 
Columbia in favor of excluding all Chin- 
ese from tho province. 

Mr.Wordon seconded tho motion in a 
few words, pointing out that the United 
States government had adopted a re- 
strictive measure on thia question, and if 
a similar law was not passed in British 
Columbia it would lead to it bad feeling 
between the two countries. 

Mr. Baker moved the adjournment uE 
the debate. 



Tiie Orantfc Bill. 

All the members for British Columbia 
voted in favor of tho Orange Bill, Mr. 
Blake and many of his party with | several 
iniuistors opposed. Sir John Macdoaald 
voted for it. The bill was lost by a ma- 
jority of 37. Mr. Blake liaving attacked 
secret societies,

to repudiate the insinuation of the leader 
of the opposition that the Masons were 
guilty of misroprc8ontation,malignit.y,and 
bitterness.

Mr. Baker said that waa entirely what 
he understood the hon. gentleman to say. 

In fict'lhe 
aspersion upon thu Masonic order WM al- 
together unwarranted.

"TSB YOTTNG MBIT OP THE TA? 
''AITS'TBE KOTABLi: PASSION 
POR PLAT. 

This description of the life of the 
young men of the day, coming from 
. su.oliia.89arce, is noteworlihy. It is ex- 
act, also.. The accomplice of the valet 
of the Cercle de la Rue Royale must bo 
one of these young men of birth. I 
can imagine his career. He entered life 
with a small fortune or simply a name 
that secured him admission to the good 
.ciaba He played, now lucky and now 
.- unlucky .. just "swimming," as the 
■ French' slang says, paying within the 
• forty eight hours, either thanks to hick 
'or thanks to the valet or the usurer or 
to obliging friends, and so remaining 
"a man of honor," as the terra is un- 
derstood in the sphere where ho livea 
HB existence continues thus from day to 
(lay precarious and uncertain. His for- 
tune does not permit him to prolong 
this kind of life iudolinitcly; on the 
other hand, being idle, incapable 
of continuous eilbrts, he cannot settle 
down to earn a decent living. The 
denouement of an existence of this 
kind in Paris is fourfold: The men 
who have good looks and line title or 
fine titles alone may make a rich mar- 
riage, as they do every week; others be 
coma station masters in the provinces 
or emigrate to foreign lands; the weak 
commit suicide, as the Marquis deSaint- 
Sauveur did three weeks ago after 
heavy losses at this very (Jcrcle de la 
Hue I'loyule; othei-.s heconie completely 
dishonored and degenerate into thieves 
and Greeks and swindler?. The accom- 
plice of the valet of the Cercle de la 
'Rue Royale has chosen the latter 
ilenoueraent. 

UAMllMNCi OL'TOF I'-VKIS. 

In the provincial towns the clubs, in 
imitation of those of Paris, e.xist almost 
' exclusively for the sake of gambling. 
In every watering place and seaside re 
sort of France there is a casino and a 
card room more oi- loss exj)loiteiI by 
Greeks. The L'ercio de la .Meiliterraneo 
at Nice often has !i bank of §20,000, 
and ever}- yi'ar a certain number of 
Greeks are arrested there. The Cercle 
de Cannes is said to be just as bad as 
that at Nice. But nowhere art; gam- 
bling and swlndliiig carried on so open- 
ly and to such an 6.\tent as in Phe 
thousand tripots of Paris. What is to 
be done? Ask the publicists who dare 
to tackle till! question boldly. For the 
passions, say many, there is no reform, 
no progress, no civilization. People 
have gambled from the beginning of 
time and always \vill gamble; neither 
preventive nor repressive measures arc 
any good. The legislator is as power- 
less as the moralist. Gambling conies 
under the same category as horse-ra- 
cing, lotteries and speculating in stocks. 
It must be tolerated because it cannot 
be prevented and that is why the laws 
against gambling are allowed to remain 
without application. Without going 
so far as to recommend the re-establish- 
ment of i)ublic gaming tallies unc^er 
the controll of the police, certain wri- 
ters recommend tbe legal recognition 
of gambling debts and the severe pun- 
ish ujent of fraudulent actajin connection 
with such debts and express a hope 
that the jiresent scandal will induce the 
government to study the question. 
The experience of centuries having 
])roved that men will gamble it is 
maintained that the duty of the public 
authorities is not to endeavor to sup 
press the passion, but to regullkte it 
and to provide for its indulgence in the 
least harmful conditions. 

THK GA.MUI.INCi CLUIi.S. 

Clubs are quite a modern institution 
in Paris. The oldest is the Cercle de 
rUnion, founded in 1828; then comes 
the Jockey, founded in 183;5, and the 
Cercle Agricole, founded about the 
same time. The Union is the most 
aristocratic and exclusive of all the 
Paris clubs, and the only cbab where :t 
game of cards is a rarity. Out of the 
3G0 niember.s of this club 299 have 
titles, varying from Royal Highness 
down to P.aron. The dinner is exquisite 
and costs only 7 franca without wine, 
which, together with the wages of the 
cook, imjilies for the clul) a loss of 
some $3,000 a vear. The entrance fi^e 
at the Union is -SI 00 and the annual 
subscription .§70. At the .Jockey Club 
the number of members is about 790, 
of whom about 630 are np'n of title; 
tbe entrance fee is $:^iU; annual sub- 
scription, $90; dinner, 7 francs with- 
out wine; rent of rooms,S2G,l ,']G: light- 
ing, §7,300; .service, §12,000. Cercle 
Agricole, entrance, §100; subscription, 
$60. Cercle de la Rue Royale, entrance, 
§70; subscription, §7G; rent, $18,000. 
Cercle de I' Union Artistique, entrance, 
§50; subscription, $50; rent, $14,000. 
These figures may be taken as typical. 
The entrance fees and subscriptions of 
the Paris clubs are moderate. Tbe din- 
ner varies from seven to four francs. 
The expenses are very heavy; tbe rent 
often enormous (the Cercle du Champs 
Elysees pays more than S-10,000 a year 
rent). How, then, do the majority of 
the clubs exist? Mainly by the profits 
of gambling — Ijy the cagnotte. I do 
not say that tli's is the case with every 
club in Paris, but out of the sixty four 
clubs now existing you could not name 
more than half a dozen where tbe cag- 
notte is not the nerve and sinew of the 
whole institution. They arQ simply 
gambling houses, where you are induc- 
ed by a certain amount of material 
comfort and an (ixcellent dinner to try 
all the other facilities for ruining your- 
self that the ))lace oilers. 

• THE yOUNO MAN OF THE DAY. 

In the old days people went into the 
gambling house as they went into a 
cafe, en passant; professional gamblers, 
outside a certain si)hore, wore rare. The 
transformation due to the institution 
of clubs has made gambling a regular 
career, especially for the remnants of 
the imperial noblesse and of the Or. 
Jeanist bourgeoisie. Any one who has 
not lived at Paris and been behind the 
scenes will scarcely realize the im- 



mense number of men who live by play. 
I'remember being struck very much 
some time ago in reading the.se wortis 
of a Magistrate, addressed to a gentle- 
man who had got into trouble: "Since 
1876 you have been leading the life of 
young men of birth (la vie de fils do 
fainille), frequenting wnti ring places, 
clubs theatres, contracting debts every- 
where and tratUcking' what you call 
your expectations." 

Boii-iiiuts of T:iIio} r:in«l. 

Of all Napoleon's ministers there 
was not anothiir who wiokled, during 
the First Empire, so much unseen in- 
fluence as did Prince Talleyrand. That 
he was a cold-blooded man bis 
remark, when he had been informed of 
the assa.ssination of the Duke (I'lMig- 
hien by order of Naiioleon, cleaidy 
shows. Tlic duke was in Nupoli'dii'.") 
way, yet he was beloved by the people.

Those present biK-ame tire(l, 
but the man was wealthy and tliny boi-e 
with him, albeit he in bis own face 
gave but little token of having bcuiti- 
ful parents. Talleyrand, however, gave 
him his (juietus. As the gentlniau clos- 
ed a grandiloquent period on his moth 
er's marvellous beauty, said the minis 
ter quietly, "It was your father then, 
apparently wlio may not have been very 
well favoured.

How to Grow Asters. 

For early (lowering, .sow riitli(>r thin- 
ly in the middle of March or in April, 
in good, rich compost, under a frame, 
or in pans in a greenhouse; shailo from 
strong sun, and kuep close till tin; 
jjlants coiiie up; ufterwaid.s e.\po*o 
gradually to the air, |)ick out when 
seedlings have two leaves, shade and 
water; plant out in the midle or end of 
May. For lat'ir flowering, sow the 
s'jed thinly in & uold frame under ghiss, 
on a .soil nicely prepared in drills six 
inches a[)art, the first week in -May. 
The plants come up in a fi-w days, 
when they must havt; [ili'iil.y nf 
air, anil as soon as they are ahout an 
inch high, take the glass quite oti' for 
two or three days, and then prick them 
out on a well ijre|)ared bed, lhr(;(' or 
four inches apart ; shade thcni from tlu; 
sun until well rooted, which three or 
four days. IJcfore the plants hogin to 
run up in .stem, plant them out where 
they are to stand for blooming, in deep- 
ly trenched, well manured .soil, being 
careful to remove them with as much 
mould attached to the root.s as possiljle; 
lot the rows be one foot ap;u-t, and the' 
plants ten inches or a foot ft|]arl, iii t,he 
rows. If the weather is drv they must 
be watered iitil they take I'oul; after- 
ward keep clean from weeds, stir 
between the plants, and about the lii st 
week in .Vugust, toy-dresa with rotten 
manure from an olil liot-beil, er water 
frequently with liipiid manure. (livi; 
them ])lenLy of water, and tie tlicin to 
neat stakes as the aci vane(^ in growdi. 
If intended fur e.\hibition, leave but 
three or four of the most promising 
buds to bloo,m and sUtuU: from the sun 
as they begin to expand. Experience 
has proved that the later-planted 
varieties give better and larger tlowers, 
besides continuing much long(ir in 
bloom. — Ji. K. Bliig it »b';(u.>' Cui-
